Ron Menze, partner in the architectural 
firm of Morrison, Kattman, Menze, Inc., 
appeared before the Commission. Mr. Menze 
stated that they act as the agent for 

St Joseph Medical Center. He stated that 
the alley vacation was requested for the 
reason of obtaining a contiguous lot - 

St Joseph Medical Center owns both sides 
of the alley. He stated that a 
continuous parking lot would be available 
to St Joe in a controlled atmosphere so 
that the cross alley would not create an 
entrance to a controlled parking lot.

St. Joseph Medical Center is the only owner of property adjacent to 
“the portion of the alley that they wish to vacate. While no reason 
for the vacation is given on the petition, one can assume that this 
petition is in someway related to their over-all campus development 
project. 


Vacation petitions are evaluated against a criteria that includes 
the impact on adjacent property values, growth and orderly 
development needs, conditions in the area, and the consequences 
that the vacation could have on access to public ways and places. 


Staff is concerned that provisions be made for anyone entering the 
alley from the east to have a public alley for a turn around. The 
petitioners offer to dedicate sufficient ground for a turn around 
should resolve this public safety/convenience issue.
